Governor gets

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - The 
bulk of the state’s $3 billion budget has been 
sent to Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale for his 
consideration, but a major measure funding 
the state’s building projects has been dela­ 
yed. 


The House and Senate gave final approval 
Wednesday to a package of bills providing 
for the state’s operations for the upcoming 
fiscal year. The bills total 17.5 million more 


than Teasdale recommended last January. 
But it calls for spending 13.8 million less of 
the state's general tax revenues than the 


governor had recommended. 
The legislature called for expenditure of 
more federal funds than Teasdale had. 
Yet to be finalized is the*$125 million 
capital improvements bill, which funds the 
state’s building maintenance and con­ 
struction projects for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. A dispute over prisons is 
holding up final passage of that bill. 
State officials have been concerned about 
the impact of rising costs and expanded 
state services on the general tax revenues, 
fearing in thepast that services might have 
to be reduced or taxes increased.

SPRINGFIELD- The Missouri Court of 
Appeals, Springfield District, has affirmed 
judgment against William Earl Vandiver, 
who was convicted in 1971 of sodomy. 
While Vandiver and three fellow 
prisoners were in the Stoddard County jail 
charged with committing other crimes, 
each was additionally charged with three 
acts of sodomy upon two other inmates. 
Vandiver pleaded guilty and received a 
30-year sentence. After entering his plea, he 
later changed his mind and entered a 
motion to withdraw that plea. His request 
was denied by the Circuit Judge William H. 
Billings. 
The decision handed down by the Court of 
Appeals stated that the trial judge had 


made sure that defendant was satisfied with 
the services of his court-appointed counsel; 
that the defendant had committed the act of 
sodomy as charged; that he understood 
sentence would not be imposed untU a pre­ 
sentence report was received; that the 
defendant had not been mistreated, coerced 
or threatened; that he was aware the 
sentence could range from two years to life 
imix'isonment; and that he understood the 
court was not bound by any agreements 
made between himself, his lawyers or 
prosecuting attorney. 
Following acceptance of the plea, the 
state dismissed the other two sodomy 
charges. 
During the nine weeks that elapsed 


between acceptance of the plea and im­ 
position of sentence, Vandiver changed his 
mind about the plea. His lawyer prepared a 
motion to withdraw the guilty plea, which 
he signed and returned as written, not 
asking or suggesting additional grounds for 
the motion be made. 
As filed, the reasons for the motimi were 
that he pleaded guilty in order to escape the 
depl(M*able cMiditions and treatment he was 
enduring in the Stoddard County jail, and 
that he was not guilty of the charge. 
When the day for sentencing arrived, 
Vandiver told the court, “I’d like to with­ 
draw this here motion.’’ 
“What is the basis for your request?’’ the 
court asked. 


“ I don't have one." Vandiver answered 
The judge then denied the motion, adding. 
“When you kick people and stomp people 
and abuse them sexually as you did. I'll be 
frank, I have seriously considered com­ 
mitting you to life im|M*isonment ’ 


In appealing to the higher court, Vandiver 
asserted that his sentence should be voiced 
because his guilty plea was involuntary, 
induced by coercion and mistreatment 
inflicted on him while he was confined in the 
county jail. He also claimed his plea was 
made with reliance on a broken promise 
that if he pleaded guilty, he would receive a 
sentence of five years and all other charges 
would be dropped. He further stated that the

JEFFERSON CITY - Eighty- six per 
cent of Missouri's main roads and streets 
will wear out in the next 10 years because of 
a 40 per cent increase in traffic, saya a new 
study 
More than 27,000 miles of the state's 31,000 
miles of major traffic routes must be 
resurfaced or rebuilt before 1987 to handle 
an expected eight billion more miles of 
driving per year by then, according to The 
Road Information Program 
(TRIP) of 
Washington, D C. 
M issouri'! traffic growth it attributed to 
an expected increase of 286,400 in its 
population in the next 10 years, along with 
economic expansion and the continued 
exodus of industry and workers to the 
suburbs 
TRIP s study also found; 
- By 1987, drivers will log a total of 38 6 
billion miles per year on the atate's total 
road system, compered wit 30 7 billion 
milea driven in 1975 - an increase of 6.1 
billion miles 
- At present 75 per cent, or 23,248 mile«, of 
Missouri'! main roads are rated “fair" and 
491 milea are rated “ poor" by federal in­ 
spection standards.

Do you want to whitewash the lawn trees and out­ 
buildings around the farm with a whitewash that sticks? 
For such a whitewash try this formula, says Tom B. 
Stroup, County Extension Agent. 
Slake two pecks of line with boiling water, adding the 
water slowly and stirring constantly until a thin paste 
results. If water is added too rapidly, OR If the m ixture is 
not well stirred the paste will be lumpy. 
Add one gallon of salt to the lime paste and stir 
thoroughly. Add water to bring the whitewash to the 
proper consistency for spraying. 
Just before using, add each pailful of whitewash a 
handful of Portland cem ent and a teaspoon full of 
ultram arine bluing. Adding these m aterials earlier will 
cause the whitewash to appear streaked. 
The cement makes the whitewash adhere strongly to 
any surface, whereas the bluing counteracts the grayish 
color of the cem ent and results in the showwhite ap­ 
pearance so much desired.

Lastly, and foremost, mother 
love is endemic in the human 
heart and at least visceral in 
most of the animal kingdom. 
Besides, 
even 
when 
en- 
strangement occurs, there is 
frequently a native urge for 
reconciliation, even when it is 
expressed in inverted ways. 
But we arrive at our con­ 
clusion mostly because of the 
countless numbers who con­ 
stantly and patently express 
affection for their mothers, and 
mothers 
who 
adore 
their 
children (of whatever age). 
Mother’s Day, so popular in this 
country, 
is 
overwhelming 
testimony to the fact. 
A study among working class 
families reveals that mothers 
are more influential than 
fathers 
over their children, 
especially in the maintenance of 
the status quo, militarism, the 
work ethic and the transmitting 
of attitudes of traditional 


religious believs, and that the 
youngsters, even teenagers and 
young adults, generally take 
more notice of the mores of their 
parents 
than their outward 
behavior would indicate. 
For beneath 
the rebellion 
which a 
growing youngster 
exhibits, there is often a 
gnawing guilt at challenging the 
love which they know their 
parents have for them. Between 
a mother and child is also a 
deeper 
physical 
relationship 
which both feel, even though its 
nature the childmay not be able 
tounderstand or articulate. 
In these days of revolutionary 
change in the role of women, 
certain biological and spiritual 
factors must not be ignored. 
There is still given to women the 
tremendous 
responsibility 
of 
rearing the next generation, and 
this is a task equal to that of 
which any career woman can 
boast. It requires great physical 
stamina. Apart from the pain of 
childbearing ( it is rightly called 
“labor” ), the management of a 
home is no sinecure, and if we 
take the training of children into 
account, 
it requires great 
m aturity 
of character 
to 
exercise patience with a child’s 
enthusiasms and depressions, 
great philosophical wisdom to 
endure a teenager’s adventures 
and 
aggravations, 
great 
spiritual strength to witness a 
period of sickness or deprivation 
'in 
one’s 
family, 
great 
selflessness 
to 
let 
love 
be 
bestowed 
on another and 
become secondary in the af­ 
fections of one who, as a child, 
one possessed as one’s very own. 
Mary, the mother of our Lord, 
experienced all this — the 


journey from Nazareth to 
Bethlehem while “great with 
child” ; the life of a political 
refugee aft«* the flight into 
Egypt; the maturity of her trust 
in her Son at the wedding feast; 
the 
bewilderment 
over 
His 
dangerous preaching and His 
seeming repudiation of her care 
for Him; the shame as well as 
the mental agony at His 
crucifixion, were all the price of 
being His mother. 
But at the end, when by all 
considerations 
Jesus 
should 
have been consumed by His own 
suffering, she still received His 
loving thought and provision: 
“Woman, behold thy son; son 
behold thy moth«*,” He said to 
her and to John.

A Glimpse of the Hidden Castro

WASHINGTON - Behind the 
famous beard and the flam­ 
boyant style there is another 
Fidel Castro whom the world 
doesn't see. 
The hidden Castro operates a 
worldwide intelligence net­ 
work, directs a Vietnam-style 
intervention in Angola and 
practices imperialism on a 
g l o b a l s c a l e . He h a s 
transformed tiny Cuba into a 
world power, of course, with a 
$3.8 million daily subsidy from 
the Soviet Union. Without 
Soviet succor, he would have to 
close down his operation. 
The establishment of diplo­ 
matic ties between Havana 
and Washington will also have 
its unseen side. With the ex­ 
change of diplomats will also 
come an exchange of spies. 
Last year, we identified the 
Cuban spy chief in the United 
States as Julian Torres Rizo, 
who also doubles as secretary 
of Castro’s United Nations 
delegation. Competent sources 
told us Rizo, while posing as a 
diplomat, has been developing 
contacts with radicals in this 
country. 
Another top spy, who will 
join Castro’s diplomatic mis­ 
sion in Washington unless our 
story stops her, is Alina Alayo 
Amaro. She is known inside 
Castro’s spy agency, the DGI. 


by the code name “Adelfa.” 
Her assignment, according to 
intelligence sources, is to 
penetrate the US. government. 
She is an expert on the US. 
Senate. 
She was assigned, for exam­ 
ple, as interpreter for Sen. 
George McGovern, D.-S.D., 
when he visited Cuba last 
April. McGovern told us he 
didn’t know she was a spy. He 
recalled that she was ex­ 
tremely intelligent, with a 
great command of the English 
language. 
Adelfa is a pleasant woman, 
about 34 years old, 5-foot-4,120 
pounds. The DGI has sent her 
on assignments to such diverse 
p l a c e s 
as 
C a n a d a , 
Czechoslovakia, England and 
Sweden. She also turned up on 
the Cuban delegation at the 
United Nations, where she con­ 
centrated on gathering infor­ 
mation about U.S. senators. She 
has compiled detailed profiles 
on members of the Senate. 
Fidel Castro functions, 
meanwhile, as an arm of the 
Kremlin. The Soviet KGB 
organized, trained and fi­ 
nanced the DGI, which has 
become the KGB’s eyes and 
ears in Latin America Castro’s 
troops in Cuba and Africa are 
paid and armed by the Soviet 
Union. 


Castro sent a contingent of 
Cubans into Ethiopia im­ 
mediately after the Marxist 
government expelled some 300 
U.S. advisers. Cuban military 
advisers also helped to train 
the Katanga rebels who re­ 
cently invaded Zaire. 
Cubans reportedly are run­ 
ning guerrilla training camps 
for blacks who want to fight 
against Rhodesia and South 
Africa. The camps are located 
in Angola, Mozambique and 
Tanzania. Cuban military mis­ 
sions have also been reported 
in the Congo (Brazzaville), 
Equatorial Guinea, Guinea, 
Guinea-Bissau, Mozambique, 
Sierra Leone, Somalia and 
Tanzania. 
For the Soviets, Castro is 
worth the $3,8 million a day he 
costs them. He is acceptable in 
the 'nurd World, which would 
resist overt Soviet support His 
Cubans have been able to in­ 
filtrate and subvert large 
tracts of the African continent, 
therefore, without the world 
uproar that would have been 
caused by direct Soviet inter­ 
vention. 
Yet those who have studied 
Castro closely say he doesn’t 
regard himself as a puppet 
manipulated by Soviet finan­ 
cial strings. He apparently 
believes in his revolutionary 
role and feels a “moral obliga­ 
tion” to aid Communist move­ 
ments. He views himself, say 
our sources, as a David who 
has stood up to the UJS. Goliath. 
He seem s to believe, 
therefore, that the Soviets are 
playing his game rather than 
the other way around.

Two-Armed Bandits: 
‘Las Vegas East’ Gambling 
Law 
breaks 
precedent 
~ 
Requires all unions to register 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. - All 
that glitters in this still shabby 
“Las Vegas East” is the gold 
lust in the eyes of invading 
hordes who are laying the 
groundwork for their future 
operations, even before any 
ground has been broken for 
tomorrow’s legitimate gambling 
casino industry. But it isn’t all 
up for easy grabs by the 
musciehood. 
There’s small print in the “Act 
Authorizing the Establishment 
of Casinos ip Atlantic City and 
Providing 
for 
Licensing, 
Registration and Tax Thereof 
and Creating the New Jersey 
Casino Control Commission and 
Division 
of 
Gaming 
Enfor­ 
cement, Prescribing Powers, 
Duties and Functions Thereof .” 
And in that small print is the 
first requirement this nation has 
seen for the registration of 
unions with a control com­ 
mission before any labor leader 
or his union can operate. 
And before any union cards 
can be signed by new members, 
or organizers sent in, or con­ 
tracts 
negotiated 
with 
management or pension and 
welfare funds created or even 
any political action heaved into 
this 
intensely, 
and 
often 
crooked, politicized state, the 
unions and all leaders and 
employes must “qualify.” 
Qualification means proving 
the union is clean. Showing it’s 
not infiltrated by racketeers ~ 
not always easy in this state. 
Establishing the morality and 
absolute 
integrity 
of 
the 
leadership not only of the local 
union, but of the state and 
national affiliates. 
And the proof rests on the 
union and its leaders. 
They’ll have to register and 
submit documents to make their 
case -- reports which will be X- 
rayed by the Internal Revenue 
Service, the FBI and the State 
Investigation Commission. 
There’s 
some 
fascinating 
language in this 98-page law, 
which will be the Bible for those 
reviving this Port Said of once 
mauve-decade splendors. 
And in the law are some 
convoluted words for the Mafia 
and the mob. There’s reference 
to “career offender cartels." 
This 
phrase should provide 
some high fees for what the late 
show movies call mob mouth­ 
pieces. The cartel, of course, is 
the Mafia, the crime combine, 
the organized crime syndicate. 
To qualify for any association in 
any sector with the real estate, 
the hotels or the gambling 
casinos, everyone involved must 
demonstrate 
they’re 
clean. 
Lawyers will have a golden ball 
with this one. 
Not only must the registrants 
evidence they have no direct 
link with the career offend« 
cartel, but they must prove they 
have no links with associates of 
the cartel. And in this state that 
isn’t as easy as slipping a 
quarter into a one-armed 
bandit 


What the federal and state 
lawmen 
are 
watching 
par­ 
ticularly are the “high risk” 
ancillary services. And the IRS 
and FBI vouch for the high risk 
of mob infiltration in following 
morally porous ancillary ser­ 
vices: suppliers of liquor, food 
and non-alcoholic beverages; 
garbage 
haulers; 
vending 
machine suppliers; purveyors of 
goods sold in vending machines; 
linen 
suppliers, 
limousine 
services and any shopkeepter 
whose premises are located 
within the hotel complex. 
And 
no sophisticated 
law 
enforcer 
is 
overlooking 
the 
guard and security systems. 
The unions will register with 
the gaming commission - under 
oath.

Fifty years after his transatlantic flight, Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh remains the hero of the 20th cen­ 
tury, and perhaps the archetypal hero of all time. 
• fiothing that has happened since that epic event, 
aqjther the development of supersonic aircraft or lan­ 
dings on the moon, has so captured the imagination of the 
world and held it for so long. Despite the passage of half a 
edhtury, interest in this brave and in many ways 
eifigmatic man is as great as it was when word was 
flashed of his safe landing in Paris on May 21,1927. 
; Others had flown the Atlantic before Lindbergh 
(though not alone, not nonstop and not in a single- engine 
buidplane). The Wrights’ first flight went virtually un-

WHITEWASH THAT STICKS 
Do you want to whitewash the lawn trees and out­ 
buildings around the farm with a whitewash that sticks? 
For such a whitewash try this formula, says Tom B. 
Stroup, County Extension Agent. 
Slake two pecks of line with boiling water, adding the 
water slowly and stirring constantly until a thin paste 
results. If water is added too rapidly, OR If the mixture is 
not well stirred the paste will be lumpy. 
Add one gallon of salt to the lime paste and stir 
thoroughly. Add water to bring the whitewash to the 
proper consistency for spraying. 
Just before using, add each pailful of whitewash a 
handful of Portland cement and a teaspoon full of 
ultramarine bluing. Adding these materials earlier will 
cause the whitewash to appear streaked. 
The cement makes the whitewash adhere strongly to 
any surface, whereas the bluing counteracts the grayish 
color of the cement and results in the showwhite ap­ 
pearance so much desired.

Some cities are beginning to 
find that their own workers can 
collect garbage cheaper and 
more efficiently than private 
refuse companies. 
Pittsburgh and Richmond, 
Va. are saving hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year by 
doing away with private con­ 
tract garbage service and let­ 
ting city employes do the job. 
Minneapolis and Oklahoma 
City have divided their cities 
into sectors, some serviced by 
private refuse firms and the 
rest by city sanitadonmen. The 
results so far have been great­ 
er productivity from both pub­ 
lic and private workers com­ 
peting against each other, and 
lower costs to taxpayers. 
For years the conventional 
wisdom has been that garbage 
collection chores could be han­ 
dled by private companies at 
savings to a city. 
But in Minneapolis, 50,000 
homes are served by city gar­ 
bage workers and 73,000 by pri­ 
vate contractors paid by the 
city. Clayton Sorenson, Director 
of Public Works, says that after 
five years, city costs have 
dropped 
steadily 
while the 
amount of refuse collected has 
tripled. 
“When we began the arrange­ 
ment, the private contract haul­ 
ers were doing the job cheaper 
than our city workers. But we 
laid out route assignments for 
the city workers and told them 
they could go home anytime 
they were finished, even if it 
was less than an eight-hour 
day. 
“Productivity increased,” So­ 
renson says. “We disposed of 
the stereotype that public work­ 
ers aren’t human beings, that 
they can’t be efficient.” 
The competitive atmosphere 
between public and private 
workers in Minneapolis has 
worked so well that a year ago 
city employes were found to be 
doing their job slightly cheaper 
than private contractors. 
As a result, the private firms 
lowered their rates to keep up 
with the cost-efficiency of the 
city garbage collectors.

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New school funding plan result of 4-year effort

< AP) — Four years of trying to 
revise the state’s public school 
funding formula have ended 
with the Missouri legislature's 
final passage of a bill designed 
to increase aid to poorer school 
districts. 
But without a companior 
measure requiring counties to 
accurately assess property, op­ 
ponents of the revised school fi­ 
nancing bill complained that 


the measure was no more equi­ 
table than that used this year 
to distribute nearly $429 million 
to the state’s 460 school dis­ 
tricts. 
“When you do not get reas­ 
sessment, you get the real 
treatment,” said Sen. A. Clif­ 
ford Jones in urging the Senate 
Tuesday to turn back a com­ 
promise bill adopted by a joint 
legislative 
conference 
com­ 
mittee of the House and Senate. 


The committee was designed 
to iron out differences between 
the two houses, but the final 
version appeared nearly identi­ 
cal to that passed by the Senate 
last Friday. It would increase 
aid over the present formula to 
516 districts while 37 would 
lose. 
The Senate narrowly adopted 
the compromise bill on an 18-15 
vote, receiving just enough for 
final passagee. Senators repre-

But House Education Com­ 
mittee Chairman Wayne Goode, 
who had worked for the past 
four years to revise the for­ 
mula, said the compromise bill 
was 
not a “political com­ 
promise.” 
He said it was intended to 
equalize aid to schools and 
have the state pick up a great­ 
er share of the cost of educa­ 
tion. 


The legisature is prepared to 
pump an additional 852 million 
to help fund the new formula. 
Goode said the bill relied on 
accurate 
assessment 
ratios 
rather than total reassessment. 
One major factor in the for­ 
mula relies on assessed valua­ 
tion, with the ideal being that 
districts with lower valuation— 
ostensibly poorer distgricts—re­ 
ceive larger amounts of state 
aid. 
Bid because some counties 
are 
underassessed, 
districts 
within their boundaries are re­ 
ceiving an unjustified increase 
in state aid. Bills requiring 
complete 
statewide 
reas­ 
sessment are failing during the 
current legislative session. 
“You’re never going to have 
a„ formula that . makes every­ 
body happy,” said Senate Pres­ 
ident Pro Tern Norman Merrell 
before his fellow lawmakers 
sent the measure to the gover­ 
nor. “I think this is the bill that 
does provide, as best can be 
provided, the most equitable 
distribution of tax money for 
school aid." 
The differences in the finally 
approved ...vgjajfltu compared 
witnthe present formula in­ 
cluded: 
—An inclusion of the dis­ 
trict’s average adjusted gross 
income in computing one factor 
in the formula. Districts below 
the state average would get 
more aid and those with more 


than the state average would 
get less. 
—The use of the number of 
Aid to Dependent Children stu­ 
dents within a district. Districts 
with more pupils coming from 
welfare families would get ad­ 
ditional state funds. 
—Lowering from 80 per cent 
to 75 per cent the amount of 
state aid used for teacher sala­ 
ries. The increased 5 per cent 
available to districts could be 
used for other expenses. 
—An increase of 812 million 
for school bus transportation. 
—A minimum of 8283 per pu­ 
pil with that base to be in­ 
creased in the future as more 
money is appropriated by the 
state legislature to fund the for­ 
mula. 
—Allowing districts to give 
some weight to total enrollment 
rather than average daily at­ 
tendance. This factor is de­ 
signed to help urban disgricts 
which are experiencing high 
absenteeism. 
Jones called the bill a “public 
relations 
document” 
which 
asked the legislators to vote for 
it “just because it has the 
word, 'schools’ in it.”

Mrs. Andrassy and her hus­ 
band, Count Imre Andrass, 
- met when he was a military 
I attache to her native Sweden, 
* from Hungary. 
When the Communists took 
; over Hungary, the Andrassys 
; emigrated to the United 
States. After their arrival in 
this country, Mrs. Andrassy, 


I who speaks seven languages 
fluently, met Dr. M aria 
Telkes, a pioneer in the solar 
energy field. 
As a journalist, she asked 
Dr. Telkes to help her write a 
book on solar energy. Because 
of her writings, Curtis-Wright 
Corporation, then located 
near Trenton, invited Mrs. 
Andrassy to becom e a 
member of the staff. This was 
in 1958. 
The corporation constructed 
a 100 per cent solar-heated 
house, with the water and 
heating system developed by 
Mrs. Andrassy. The house, 
built in Clarksville, was sub­ 
sequently purchased by the 
Shell Oil Company, and the 
solar house was torn down. 
The Andrassys purchased a 
five-acre tract and home in 
Kingston, so she could be 
close to her employment. 
They began working in 
earnest on development of 
solar devices The Count is a 
mechanical engineer, and 
together the couple has con­ 
structed — and holds patents 
on — solar cooking ovens, 
solar water heaters and a 
solar dehydrator. The in­ 
struments are ready for mass 
production. 
Another project conceived 
by Mrs. Andrassy is being 
given serious consideration in 
a pilot program in Princeton.

solar still has been in use for 
more than a year. 
She recalled how the project 
got started. “ I knew it would 
work, but I needed some 
sludge to work with,” she 
said. So this regal woman with 


her clear, blue eyes, walked to 
the door of the Princeton 
sewage treatment plant, and 
knocked on the door. 
“ I asked them if I could 
borrow some sludge.” With 
her deep, throaty laugh, she 
said, “ They were happy to 
give it to me . . . all I 
wanted.” 
The Princeton sewage treat­ 
ment plant spews forth some 
three million gallons of sludge 
daily. For more than 40 years, 
sludge from Central New 
Jersey communities has been 
disposed of by dumping into 
the Atlantic Ocean 
It has 
becom e an in cre a sin g 
problem, since more and 
more sewage treatm ent 
plants are being constructed 
as people move from urban 
centers. The effluent is en­ 
dangering the beaches and 
creating a dead sea dumping 
area. 
Mrs. Andrassy provided a 
solution which involves an 
especially-designed solar still. 
From it, she extracts pure 
drinking water, and a top 
grade fertilizer, rich in need­ 
ed minerals, like phosphorous 
and nitrogen, from the sludge. 
“ And the cost is relatively 
small,” Mrs. Andrassy said 
enthusiastically. 
Another project which has 
brought pleasure to the An- 


and cook things when it’s sun­ 
ny in this area. I just heat 
them up on a regular stove on 
cloudy days, but even that is a 
saving,” she said. 
The Andrassys have dreams 
too. 
The couple wants to donate 
three acres of their property 
to establish the Sol-El 
Institute, as a center for ex­ 
changing information on solar 
and other modes of renewable 
energy. 
“ We have collected so much 
information, and it would be a 
shame for future generations 
not to have it,” Mrs. Andrassy 
said. 
As the couple envisions it, 
there would be an exhibition 
area where working models of 
existing solar devices would 
be displayed. Mrs. Andrassy 
said, “ Our land has been 
designated as an area for 
research and light industry, so 
the location is ideal. So-El 
Institute would coordinate the 
development of technical and 
economic information, as well 
as marketing approaches.”
